You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Tuesday  the  12th  of  March,  1963  at  10  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.  To  cast  your  ballots  for  all  necessary  town 
officers. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the 
revised  laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  shall  be 
adopted  in  this  town. 

Polls  open  on  the  above  Articles  at  10  a.m.  and  shall  not 
be  closed  earlier  than  7  :30  p.m. 


Action  will  be  taken  on  the  following  articles  beginning 
at  7 :30  P.M. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  Auditors  and  other  town 
Officers.

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  our  library  cir- 
culation has  "held  its  own"  this  year  against  the  inroads  of 
television  and  other  sources  of  amusement.  It  is  particularly 
gratifying  to  note  the  increase  in  the  non-fiction  area.  Even 
many  of  our  very  young  readers  enjoy  and,  in  fact,  prefer  these 
factual  books.  Many  books  pertaining  to  science,  biography 
and  social  science  are  being  written  for  this  age  group  and  are 
becoming  increasingly  popular.  Our  magazine  section  is  very 
well  used  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately 
forty  magazines  available  to  our  readers. 

In  April  the  library  celebrated  National  Library  Week 
with  appropriate  posters,  book  markers  and  new  children's 
and  teen's  books  were  put  into  circulation.  An  art  exhibit 
by  Miss  Patricia  Smalley  was  on  display  during  this  week. 

During  the  year  the  Brownie  Troop,  under  the  direction 
of  their  leaders,  made  book  marks  for  the  library. 
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In  May  the  librarian  acted  as  registrar  at  the  Connecticut 
Valley  Library  Association  meeting  held  at  Warwick,  Mass- 
achusetts. 

In  July  the  Girl  Scouts,  accompanied  by  their  leader, 
visited  the  library  to  learn  how  to  use  the  various  reference 
tools  including  the  card  catalog. 

A  summer  reading  program  was  held  during  July  and 
August  with  twenty-eight  children  enrolled.  The  theme  of 
the  program  —  The  Evolution  of  the  American  Flag.  Eighteen 
children  completed  their  charts  in  the  allotted  six  weeks  and 
several  others  finished  theirs  by  mid-September.  A  party  was 
held  for  all  who  had  read  two  or  more  books.  Miss  Linda 
Nelson  conducted  a  story  hour  and  refreshments  were  served. 

In  November  Book  Week  was  observed.  Miss  Mary  Ellen 
Reddin  had  several  paintings  on  exhibit.  Approximately  sev- 
enty-five young  people's  books  were  purchased  and  on  dis- 
play. Posters  and  streamers  were  sent  for  display  in  the  high 
school  library.  A  sale  of  discarded  books  was  held  and  $10.25 
was  realized.  These  are  worn  and  outdated  fiction  and  non- 
fiction  books  that  have  been  "weeded  out"  to  make  room  for 
the  new  ones  purchased  during  the  year. 

The  Bookmobile  calls  about  every  ten  weeks.  We  are 
very  fortunate  to  have  this  service  as  it  supplements  our 
collection  in  so  many  ways ;  particularly  in  the  non-fiction 
and  science  departments. 

The  library  continues  to  be  a  busy  place  particularly 
during  the  school  year.  Many  students  come  each  evening  to 
use  our  reference  facilities.  They  are  courteous,  well-behaved 
and  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with.  It  is  also  a  pleasure  to 
introduce  the  joys  of  reading  to  the  youngest  members  of  our 
library  family  —  the  kindergartners  and  first  graders  who 
are  just  discovering  the  "wonderful  world  of  books". 

The    librarian   welcomes    this    opportunity   to    thank   her 
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Board  of  Trustees  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 
She  wishes  to  thank  those  who  have  given  books  and  maga- 
zines to  the  library.  She  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  all 
to  visit  the  library  during  the  year.

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The  annual  school  physical  examinations  were  conducted 
in  the  fall  by  Dr.  Charles  McMurphy  and  Dr.  Wilton  Dean, 
assisted  by  the  nurse.  Out  of  the  354  examinations  done,  the 
following  defects  were  noted  : 

Decayed  teeth  85 

Enlargd  tonsils  6 

Congenital  heart  1 

Acne  1 

Hearing  testing  was  done  for  394  pupils  and  vision 
testing  for  436  pupils. 

In  June,  July,  and  September,  oral  polio  vaccine  clinics 
were  held  for  preschool  children.  These  were  sponsored  by  the 
State  Health  Department  and  53  children  received  vaccine. 

In  June,  a  preschool  Sodium  Fluoride  and  Dental  Hygiene 
Program  was  held  at  the  Fire  Station.  This  was  sponsored  by 
the  State  Health  Department  and  52  children  participated  in 
the  program. 

In  January,  a  Salk  Polio  and  triple  toxoid  clinic  was 
held  at  the  elementary  school.  This  was  sponsored  by  the 
State  Health  Department  and  Dr.  Wallace  Nichols  was  in 
attendance.  Immunization  was  given  to  56  persons. 

The  January  School  Nurses  meeting  in  Concord  and  the 
October  meeting  in  Manchester  was  attended.  Also  a  District 
Nurses  meeting  in  Keene  in  November  was  attended. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  me  in  carrying 
out  my  work  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 


A  busy  season  was  held  at  the  playgrounds  this  year. 
Early  in  the  spring  Mr.  Frank  Copeland  was  engaged  as  care- 
taker for  the  season.  Under  his  verjr  capable  hand  the 
ground,  buildings  and  equipment  were  put  in  first  class 
shape  and  kept  that  way  during  the  year. 

Miss  Mary  Ann  Kerylow  was  again  our  supervisor  for 
the  summer  season  assisted  by  Miss  Benedetta  Rizzi.  During 
the  season  there  was  an  average  attendance  of  50  children 
a  day.  Supervised  play  and  arts  and  crafts  were  enjoyed. 

A  very  successful  nite  before  the  fourth  celebration  was 
held,  sponsored  by  your  committee.  The  net  profit  from  this 
event  was  $491.25. 

A  new  stainless  steel  slide  and  a  new  set  of  swings  were 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  $600.60  and  added  to  our  outdoor 
equipment. 

Evening  movies  were  again  shown  during  the  summer  for 
the  children  and  were  greatly  enjoyed. 

A  new  grille  was  purchased  for  use  on  the  field  and 
another  refrigerator  was  installed  in  the  field  house. 

The  annual  picnic  sponsored  by  your  committee  was  held 
at  the  end  of  the  season  for  all  children  who  attended  play- 
ground during  the  summer  season. 

During  the  year  your  committee  and  selectmen  met  with 
an  engineer  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  who  made 
recommendations  for  our  pool.  To  conform  with  state  require- 
ments the  law  requires  that  a  pool  be  fenced  in  with  a  wire 
fence,  and  be  supervised  when  in  use.  To  this  end  your  com- 
mittee has  purchased  the  necessary  fence  to  be  placed  around 
the  pool  next  spring.  This  purchase  was  made  at  a  considerable 
savings  and  the  committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Hinsdale  Race- 
way for  their  donation  of  $50.00  towards  this  project.  The 
pool  will  be  fenced  in,  a  gate  installed  and  locked  during  the 
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hours  when  there  is  no  supervision  by  a  qualified  person. 
Also  to  pass  state  requirements  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
town  to  install  a  recirculation  system  with  a  filter.  This 
will  have  to  be  done  before  the  pool  can  be  used  for  another 
season. 

The  committee  also  recommends  changing  the  front  of  the 
field  house.  The  barn  like  structure  facing  the  road  to  be 
brough  down  and  closed  in  to  conform  to  the  rest  of  the  build- 
ing, to  make  a  neater  appearance  to  compliment  the  general 
area  of  the  playgrounds. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  thank  the  selectmen,  fire  de- 
partment, highway  department  and  all  other  persons  who 
have  assisted  and  helped  us  in  any  way  throughout  the  year, 
with  a  special  thanks  to  all  those  wonderful  people  who  helped 
make  our  nite  before  celebration  a  successful  affair.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ELEMENTARY   SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Hinsdale  Elementary  School. 

As  I  begin  this  report  I  sincerely  feel  that  the  people  of 
Hinsdale  can  take  much  pride  in  their  elementary  program. 
The  evidence  of  excellent  teaching  is  prevalent  in  all  areas 
of  instruction.  We  have  an  excellent  staff  working  as  a  team 
for  the  growth  and  development  of  our  children  in  all  learn- 
ing situations.  We  are  continually  improving  our  curriculum 
to  foster  democratic  living,  develop  creative  abilities  in  children 
and  place  emphasis  on  physical  and  mental  health.  In  the  area 
of  physical  instruction  we  are  handicapped  by  lack  of  ma- 
terial and  space,  but  on  the  whole  our  efforts  for  physical 
growth  and  development  are  contributing  well  to  health, 
strength  and  social  living  in  developing  the  entire  personality 
of  our  children. 

The  school  year  1962-63  began  with  an  enrollment  of 
456  children  in  grade  K  -  8.  This  is  an  increase  of  38  more  than 
the  previous  year.  The  teaching  staff  was  changed  in  several 
grade  and  subject  areas.  In  grade  one  Mrs.  Regis  Lysitt 
replaced  Miss  Barbara  Knapp  and  Miss  Ruth  Gratton  replaced 
Mrs.  Sandra  Salo :  In  grade  three  Miss  Mary  Kerylow  replaced 
Miss  Mary  Coll.  In  grade  four  Mrs.  Marilyn  Kacanek  replaced 
Mrs.  Sandra  Bean.  In  the  junior  high  department  Mr.  Richard 
Neilsen  replaced  Mr.  Raymond  Miner.  When  Mr.  Joseph 
Pelletier  assumed  the  position  as  French  teacher  in  the  high 
school,  Mrs.  Esther  Bailey  was  hired  to  teach  English  on  the 
junior  high  level.  As  the  year  progresses  it  becomes  more 
evident  that  we  made  excellent  selections  in  the  teachers  we 
hired  to  fill  these  vacancies. 
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During  the  year  new  books  and  teaching  supplies  were 
purchased  for  the  individual  needs  of  children  in  all  areas. 
The  single  text  has  been  supplanted  by  multiple  texts  and  in 
all  areas  there  has  been  a  need  for  additional  types  of  in- 
structional material. 

Grades  5-8  are  being  taught  in  a  departmentalized  type  pro- 
gram. Last  year  we  added  grades  5  and  6  to  the  same  cur- 
riculum employed  in  grades  7  and  8  and  the  results  have 
been  excellent.  The  teacher  strengths  in  the  areas  of  English, 
arithmetic,  social  studies  and  science  have  intensified  our 
entire  program.  Test  results  substantiate  this  change  and  we 
feel  that  our  children  will  be  better  prepared  for  the  high 
school  curriculum.  This  change  in  no  way  impedes  the  teachers 
opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  individual 
child  in  offering  guidance  as  instruction  and  cooperative  learn- 
ing experiences  are  still  being  provided. 

The  reading  program  we  now  have  provides  opportunities 
for  further  development  of  reading  skills  at  all  grade  levels. 
We  are  using  two  sets  of  basic  readers  in  this  program  which 
is  based  on  the  reading  ability  of  individual  children.  Al- 
though all  basic  readers  are  similar  in  word  lists,  there  is 
enough  variation  to  give  children  greater  growth  in  vocab- 
ulary. Guidance  in  reading  will  take  the  children  into  many 
types  of  reading  material  and  will  give  them  enthusiasm  to 
sample  a  greater  variety  of  reading  materials.  Our  program 
would  be  greatly  strengthened  with  a  central  library  in  our 
school  where  books  could  be  sent  to  rooms  thus  making  this 
available  to  the  entire  school. 

Art  was  introduced  in  the  school  this  year  on  a  limited 
scale.  Through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  teachers  Mrs. 
Edith  Brandt  was  able  to  teach  some  art  to  each  of  the 
grades.  Through  this  the  children  have  been  provided  with  a 
means  of  expressing  ideas,  feelings  and  emotions  that  will 
help  develop  confidence  in  their  own  abilities.  Art  is  a  very 
important  part  of  elementary  education  and  in  Mrs.  Brandt 
we  have  a  person  with  excellent  qualifications.  I  sincerely 
hope  this  phase  of  instruction  will  become  a  regular  part  of 
our  curriculum. 
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Boys  and  girls  in  grades  seven  and  eight  are  receiving 
instruction  in  manual  arts  and  home  economics,  but  once 
again  large  classes  in  these  grades  restrict  these  to  one  class 
per  week  for  each  grade. 

The  elementary  school  has  a  large  responsibility  for  foster- 
ing the  physical  well-being  of  children.  In  this  area  we  are 
handicapped  by  lack  of  space  and  equipment.  Our  outside 
activity  has  been  excellent  in  good  weather,  but  there  is  no 
real  opportunity  to  continue  this  within  the  building.  Several 
of  the  teachers  have  been  receiving  instruction  in  the  area  of 
physical  education  and  have  devised  some  excellent  means 
of  developing  coordination  in  our  children.  Physical  education 
should  be  made  an  integral  part  of  the  curriclumu  rather  than 
an  extra-curricula  activity. 

The  Hinsdale  PTA  sponsored  field  trips  for  all  grades. 
This  is  a  very  important  part  of  our  education  and  each  of 
these  trips  was  well  planned  by  the  committee  for  this  activity. 
In  addition  to  these  trips  grade  eight  went  on  a  field  trip  to 
The  Boston  Science  Museum.  This  trip  will  be  repeated  each 
year  as  a  high-light  for  these  people  who  will  be  terminating 
their  elementary  education. 

To  alleviate  the  problem  of  not  having  assignments 
adequately  prepared  we  have  initiated  a  conference  period 
for  those  who  need  time  and  extra  help  in  certain  areas.  We 
have  already  seen  some  good  results  from  this  and  we  find 
that  the  pupils  who  participate  are  better  prepared  with  their 
daily  assignments. 

On  November  14th,  the  school  held  open-house  and  many 
parents  were  on  hand  to  confer  with  teachers.  We  strongly 
urge  parents  to  visit  school  and  make  appointments  with 
teachers  to  discuss  the  educational  growth  of  their  children. 

The  school  testing  program  has  provided  much  material 
for  grouping  and  counseling  our  pupils.  Grade  eight  was 
tested  by  the  Test  and  Advisement  center  and  the  results 
were  excellent.  We  can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  Hinsdale 
children  scored  above  the  national  average  and  considerably 
above  the  state  average  for  grade  eight  pupils.  The  Iowa  Test 
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of   Basic    Skills   was   administered   to    grades   three   through 
eight  with  good  results. 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  music  depart- 
ment has  operated  very  well  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Norton.  Our  elementary  musicians  will  contribute  much  to 
the  high  school  band. 

Participation  in  the  school  lunch  program  has  made  it 
necessary  for  us  to  increase  from  two  to  three  lunch  periods 
per  day.  This  is  a  very  important  phase  of  the  total  school 
curriculum  and  the  people  who  operate  the  cafeteria  are  to 
be  commended  on  the  fine  job  they  are  doing. 

Mrs.  Bradbury  has  given  much  of  her  time  to  the  elemen- 
tary school.  In  addition  to  keeping  and  developing  a  health 
history  for  each  of  the  pupils  the  school  nurse  has  been 
very  cooperative  in  coming  to  the  school  when  children  have 
become  ill  and  many  times  has  been  called  to  transport  these 
youngsters  to  their  homes. 

Mr.  Andrew  Paduchak  has  assumed  the  duties  of  custodian 
of  the  school  and  is  doing  a  very  fine  job  maintaining  our 
school. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  teachers,  School  Board,  Superintendent,  pupils,  custodians, 
and  to  the  many  citizens  who  have  contributed  to  the  success 
of  the  school  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent : 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  yon  my  second  annual  report 
from  Hinsdale  High  School. 

The  scope  of  this  report  will  include  all  phases  of  out- 
standing school  activities  from  the  Spring  of  1962  to  the 
mid-winter  period  of  the  school  year  1962-1963. 

Last  year  saw  the  graduation  of  one  of  the  smallest 
classes  to  leave  the  school.  However,  the  sixteen  young  people 
made  their  share  of  outstanding  contributions  to  the  school 
and  community.  Among  their  graduates  were  the  following:

Of  this  class,  today,  one  of  their  number  is  attending  col- 
lege in  Washington,  D.C.,  another  nine  are  attending  special- 
ized schools  in  Boston  or  Manchester,  N.H.,  with  the  remaining 
six  being  gainfully  employed  in  this  area.  Those  that  are 
furthering  their  education  are  giving  a  very  good  account 
of  themselves  and  their  Alma  Mater.  Of  this  fact,  the  school 
and  the  community  can  be  rightfully  proud. 

With  the  closing  of  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  the 
"old  High  School,"  all  the  tools  and  equipment  of  learning 
were  packed  up  and  moved  to  the  new  seat  of  secondary 
education  adjacent  to  the   elementary  school.   The  school  is 
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indeed  indebted  to  two  of  its  faculty,  Mr.  Norton  and  Mr. 
Webster,  who  accomplished  this  move  for  us  with  their  limit- 
ed facilities.  Such  service  to  the  school  is  typical  of  the  high 
school  faculty,  however.  Their  help  was  much  appreciated. 

Mention  and  thanks  should  certainly  be  made  of  the 
years  of  service  that  Mr.  Bouchie  contributed  to  the  custodial 
maintenance  of  our  high  school  facilities.  In  August,  a  per- 
manent custodian  was  elected  by  the  school  board  to  assume 
his  duties  in  the  new  building.  We  were  pleased  to  welcome 
Mr.  Michael  (Mike)  Bolden  to  our  staff  and  faculty  in  this 
capacity.  His  service  has  been,  and  is  much  appreciated.  In 
addition,  we  are  pleased  to  have  acquired  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Elsie  Williams  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Butler  in  our  new  Cafeteria. 

With  the  opening  of  school  last  September,  three  new 
faculty  members  were  present:  Mr.  Marcel  Cloutier  replaced 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Sikoski,  who  left  during  the  summer  to  accept 
a  position  in  Greenfield,  Massachusetts;  Mr.  John  Baldassaro 
replaced  Mr.  Owen  Matthews,  who  had  left  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion nearer  his  home  in  the  central  part  of  the  state ;  Mr.  John 
Muller,  a  1962  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  was  added 
to  the  staff  as  an  additional  teacher  in  the  field  of  English. 
Immediately  upon  commencing  his  duties  here  in  Hinsdale,  Mr. 
Cloutier  was  taken  from  us  by.  an  untimely  death.  This  shock 
was  sorely  grieved  by  us.  The  gap  in  Foreign  Language  in- 
struction was  filled  in  the  interim  by  Mrs.  Hazel  Mills  of 
Keene,  and  later  by  Miss  Janet  Hobson,  a  Junior  in  Keene 
Teachers  College.  Both  of  these  women  did  an  outstanding 
job,  and  we  sincerely  regretted  not  being  able  to  add  them 
to  our  faculty,  but  obvious  reasons  prevented  this.  Then,  iii 
the  late  Fall,  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Joseph  Pelletier  was  effected 
from  the  Elementary  School  to  the  High  School,  where  he  has 
been  taking  up  the  instructional  duties  in  the  field  of  Foreign 
Language   on   a  permanent  basis. 

We  considered  ourselves  quite  fortunate,  indeed,  to  be 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Albert  Studer  of  Newton, 
Mass.  as  our  new  Director  of  Guidance  services,  replacing  Mr. 
Nelson  Megna,  who  resigned  in  the  summer  to  accept  a  posi- 
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tion    as    Headmaster    of  Beeman   Academy,    in   New    Haven, 
Vermont. 

Upon  accepting  the  position  in  Hinsdale,  Mr.  Studer, 
with  his  family,  moved  to  their  new  home  in  Greenfield,  Mass. 
His  work  with  our  young  people  is  quite  evident  and  much 
appreciated. 

During  the  summer  months,  several  major  items  were 
accomplished.  Tavo  handbooks,  one  for  the  faculty,  and  the 
other  for  the  student  body,  were  published.  These  documents 
attempt  to  set  forth  in  print  all  the  policies,  regulations,  and 
expectations  of  the  School  as  it  carries  on  its  never-ending 
task  of  educating  our  young  people.  In  addition  to  these  two 
booklets,  a  Study  Guide  for  the  teaching  of  English  in  Hins- 
dale High  School  was  compiled,  which  sets  forth  to  the 
teachers  involved  in  this  area  the  principles,  goals,  and 
methods  for  the  instruction  of  this  very  important  subject 
matter  area.  It  is  intended  that  such  Guides  will  continue  to 
be  published  in  the  other  instructional  areas  as  time  goes  on. 
This  should  effectively  begin  to  unify  and  stabilize  the  level 
of  instruction  in  all  areas  of  the  school.  It  is  our  endeavor, 
to  so  define  the  status  of  instruction  within  the  school,  that  all 
students  will  eventually  be  working  much  nearer  to  their 
capacity,  and  thus  be  better-equipped  to  embark  upon  their 
post-graduate  plans,  whatever  their  choice  may  be.  To  do  this 
job  completely  will  require  the  close  cooperation  of  the  school 
and  the  home,  both  of  which  are  working  for  the  same  end 
results. 

The  various  activities  of  the  school  have  continued  to 
move  forward  unabated.  The  High  School  Band  last  year  en- 
gaged in  a  home-and-home  exchange  concert  with  Wells, 
Maine.  This  proved  to  be  an  extremely  beneficial  engagement 
both  educationally  and  socially.  The  way  in  which  our  young 
people  conducted  themselves  and  performed  both  at  "Wells  and 
here  was  a  credit  to  our  community.  This  encouraging  per- 
formance has  led  the  school  to  continue  this  practice  another 
year,  this  time  making  our  arrangements  with  New  Haven, 
Vermont.  The  first  half  of  this  exchange  had  already  been 
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completed,  and  we  are  now  awaiting  the  return  engagement 
with  that  Vermont  community.  During  the  past  year,  the 
Band  gratefully  acquired  its  new  uniforms,  and  today,  is 
rated  one  of  the  better  bands  in  the  State.  Mr.  Norton's 
policies  do  not  permit  him  to  stop  here,  however,  as  he 
continually  endeavors  to  bring  his  performance  to  the  highest 
possible  level  of  attainment.  The  school  is  proud,  not  only  of 
its  Band,  but  also  of  its  Chorus,  who  continually  gives  a  good 
musical  account  of  itself.  They,  too,  are  involved  in  the  ex- 
change-concert area.  Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  congratu- 
late both  the  Director  and  those  organizations  on  behalf  of 
both  the  school  and  the  community. 

Our  athletic  teams  have  continued  to  strive  to  improve 
their  overall  standing.  Considering  the  amount  of  available 
time  to  improve  their  play,  and  the  facilities  with  which  they 
work,  they  are  doing  very  well.  I  anticipate  the  day  when  our 
teams  will  once  again  be  giving  a  strong  account  of  them- 
selves. In  this  regard,  the  coaching  staff  has  undergone  several 
changes.  Mr.  Kidder  has  now  been  made  the  Director  of  Ath- 
letics for  the  High  School,  with  the  overall  responsibility  for 
the  entire  program.  Mr.  'Baldassaro  coaches  J.  V.  and  Varsity 
Basketball;  Mr.  Muller,  the  Varsity  Baseball;  Miss  Kerylow, 
all  Girls'  Sports ;  and  Mr.  Kidder  retains  an  active  role  in 
the  coaching  of  Soccer  and  Skiing.  Our  athletic  picture  should 
definitely  be  brightening  in  the  years  to  come. 

In  addition  to  the  Athletic  and  Musical  activities,  it 
is  with  pleasure  that  we  note  the  inception  of  an  active  Science 
Club  under  Mr.  Baldassaro.  Much  will  be  heard  from  this 
area  in  the  future.  Accompanying  this  development  are  the 
plans  for  a  Hinsdale  Science  Fair  to  be  held  in  the  Spring. 
It  is  through  such  an  area  as  this  that  we  are  often  able  to 
discover  our  latent  talent  in  the  so-called  critical  areas.  This 
type  of  stimulation  to  free  research  should  become  the  life- 
blood  of  any  school ;  with  it  comes  learning  and  progress. 

Before  bringing  this  report  to  a  conclusion,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  our  growth  is  moving  ahead  at  a  rapid  rate. 
Our    projected    growth    reveals    an    overall    net    increase    of 
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fifteen  to  twenty  students  per  year  for  the  next  several 
years.  It  is  anticipated  that  within  four  or  five  years  this 
school  will  surpass  an  enrollment  of  some  two-biundred 
students.  This  growth  is  already  becoming  evident,  as  this 
summer  we  move  out  of  the  Class  S  athletic  classification 
and  into  the  Class  M  grouping.  This  growth  is  a  healthy  sign 
for  both  the  school  and  the  community ;  for  with  growth  comes 
progress. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
all  those  who  have  helped  make  this  year  one  of  progress:  to 
the  faculty  without  whose  loyalty  and  cooperation  we  could 
not  have  succeeded  in  our  plans ;  to  the  school  board  and  the 
community,  whose  continuing  support  is  so  essential;  and  to 
the  pupils,  who,  after  all,  are  the  very  heart  of  any  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hinsdale : 

1  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report. 

STAFF  CHANGES:  High  School— The  faculty  of  Hins- 
dale High  School  contained  the  folloAving  changes  when  school 
opened  in  the  fall.  Mr.  John  F.  Balclassaro,  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  replaced  Mr.  Owen  F.  Matthews  as  Science 
instructor.  Mr.  John  L.  Muller,  also  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  was  elected  as  English  instructor.  This  posi- 
tion is  a  new  one  created  by  increased  student  load  and 
curriculum  requirements.  Much  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
locating  a  replacement  for  Mrs.  Elizabeth  T.  Sikoski  to  teach 
French.  The  problem  was  due  mainly  to  the  acute  shortage 
of  foreign  language  teachers.  To  resolve  this  situation,  Mr. 
Joseph  G.  Pelletier  was  transferred  from  the  elementary 
school  to  teach  French.  Mr.  Pelletier's  background  and  train- 
ing qualified  him  for  the  position.  Mr.  Albert  R.  Studer, 
graduate  of  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  and  formerly  in  the  Newton,  Mass- 
achusetts, school  system,  replaced  Mr.  Nelson  J.  Megna,  guid- 
ance counselor,  who  resigned  to  accept  another  position. 

Elementary  School — Mrs.  Esther  B.  Bailey,  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers  College,  was  elected  to  fill  the  position  vacated 
by  Mr.  Pelletier,  that  is,  teacher  of  grade  seven  and  eight 
English.  Miss  Ruth  J.  Gratton,  former  Winchester  first  grade 
teacher  and  graduate  of  Mt.  Saint  Mary  College,  replaced 
Mrs.  Sandra  0.  Salo'  who  resigned.  Upon  the  resignation  of 
Miss  A.  Barbara  Knapp,  first  grade  teacher,  Mrs.  Regis  C. 
Lysitt,  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  filled  this  position. 
With  the  retirement  of  Miss  Mary  Coll,  Miss  Mary  Anne 
Kerylow,  Keene  Teachers  College  graduate,  was  elected  to 
teach  grade  three.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Kacanek,  Keene  Teachers 
College  graduate,  replaced  Mrs.  Sandra  H.  Bean,  fourth  grade 
teacher.  The  election  of  Mr.  Richard  A.  Neilsen,  Keene  Teach- 
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ers  College  graduate  and  former  State  Industrial  School  in- 
structor, to  the  position  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  Science 
teacher  filled  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Raymond  W.  Miner,  who  accepted  a  position  elsewhere.

In  comparing  the  current  enrollment  figures  with  those  of 
a  year  ago,  there  are  23  more  elementary  pupils  and  17  more 
high  school  pupils  for  a  total  increase  of  40. 

With  regard  to  possible  future  enrollments,  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  trend  is  one  of  steadily  increasing  enrollments. 
However,  these  figures  do  not  take  into  account  school  drop- 
outs or  movement  of  pupils  in  or  out  of  Hinsdale.    They  are, 
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rather,  a  projection  of  current  enrollments  and  caution  should 
be  exercised  in  attempting  to  predict  absolute  class  sizes  or 
school  enrollments. 

Hinsdale  School  Facilities :  Both  the  elementary  and  high 
school  buildings  are  excellent.  With  a  program  of  regular  care 
and  maintenance,  these  buildings  should  adequately  serve  the 
pupils  of  Hinsdale  for  many  years  to  come.  Heating,  lighting, 
and  ventilation  are  in  accordance  with  requirements  neces- 
sary for  the  welfare  and  safety  of  the  pupils.  Credit  for  bring- 
ing about  school  facilities  needed  by  the  youth  of  Hinsdale  be- 
longs to  the  dedicated  efforts  of  the  School  Board,  School 
Planning  Committee  and  citizens  of  Hinsdale.

Educational  Changes:  The  past  decade  has  seen  more 
changes  in  the  demand  made  upon  students  than  has  any  pre- 
vious comparable  period.  The  responsibility  for  developing 
desirable  habits  and  attitudes  in  students  for  availing  them- 
selves of  every  opportunity  rests  with  parents  as  well  as  teach- 
ers. 
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Efforts  are  being  made  at  the  elementary  school  to  bet- 
ter meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  children.  Children  are 
grouped  in  Reading  according  to  their  actual  reading  level 
rather  than  by  grade.  To  take  advantage  of  teacher  strengths, 
grades  5-8  have  been  departmentalized.  This  means  that  the 
teacher  may  specialize  in  a  subject  by  teaching  the  subject 
to  several  classes  rather  than  teaching  several  subjects  to 
one  class.  Arrangements  are  also  being  tried  to  take  advant- 
age of  special  teacher  talents,  such  as  Art,  for  example. 

In  the  high  school,  many  changes  are  taking  place  and 
more  changes  will  be  effected.  New  state  high  school  mini- 
mum standards  will  necessitate  a  broadening  of  the  curric- 
ulum, at  least  one  additional  staff  member,  and  additional 
equipment  and  supplies  in  order  to  retain  a  rating  as  a  com- 
prehensive high  school. 

Changes  have  also  taken  place  at  the  administrative  level. 
A  new  state-wide  financial  accounting  system  is  in  effect 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  The  supervisory  union  has  been 
reorganized  by  merging  school  districts  from  two  former 
supervisory  unions.  The  Hinsdale-Marlboro  Supervisory 
Union  No.  25  comprises  the  school  districts  of  Harrisville,  Hins- 
dale, Marlboro,  Nelson  and  Winchester. 

What  other  changes  will  affect  local  school  districts  as 
a  result  of  political  decisions  made  at  the  state  level  is  at 
present  an  issue  of  speculation.  However,  with  the  continued 
support  of  the  citizens  for  the  welfare  of  its  youth,  the  boys 
and  girls  of  Hinsdale  may  be  assured  an  education  with  which 
to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
principals,  teachers,  pupils  and  parents,  the  School  Planning 
Committee,  the  School  Board  and  the  patrons  of  our  schools 
for  their  understanding  and  cooperation.
